The old Catholic Synod of Austria has 
petitioned the Government for representa­ 
tion in the budget. They have, it is said, 
little chance of success. 
I>r. Wm. M. Baker, of Boston, author of 
“ His Majesty Myself” and other novels, 
has accepted a call to the South Presbyte­ 
rian Church in Philadelphia. 
During the progress of divine service ia 
the parish church of Tamworth, England, 
recently, the collection-box was broken 
open and the contents stolen. 
There are 30,000 stated ministers of all 
denominations in Great Britain, and an 
average Sunday attendance upon public 
worship of 10,0(X>,000 persons. 
The 3S2.D20 Congregationalist* in tho 
United States gave last year for their re­ 
ligious work $3.002,922 34, being an aver­ 
age of nearly $10 per member. 
York county, I’enn., is the banner county 
for tho Lutheran Church. W ithin its 
bounds are about $,000 members of tho 
General Synod Lutheran Church. 
Canada Baptists support five missionaries 
in India, where they have 610 communi­ 
cants. 
One of their missionaries, John 
Craig, reports the recent baptism of 107 
converts. 
A Southern Methodist Presiding Elder 
writes that in a tour of visitation in W hite 
River Conference, Arkansas, he finds many 
settlements that have had no preaching 
service since the war. 
The net increase the past year in the in­ 
come of the United Presbyterian Church 
of Scotland was about $58,000. The total 
of receipts was $400,000, of whioh $215,000 
was for foreign missions. 
About $25,000 is yet needed for tlie new 
building of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association in Boston. Of the 2,307 mem­ 
bers more are Congregationalists than be­ 
long to any other denomination. 
The Old Catholics in Bohemia arc said to 
be in a very prosperous condition. Tho 
congregation of Warnsdorf numbers, ac­ 
cording to the latest counting, 3,230 mem­ 
bers, all living within the city limits. 
Brown University has received a com- 
plet set of Buddhist Scriptures in Pali, the 
gift of the Rev. J. N. Cushing, a graduate 
of the University in the Class of ’02, and 
now a Baptist missionary at Rangoon. 
The Wesleyan Missionary Society, which 
has just held its anniversary in London, 
reports receipts of $0.50,405 and an in­ 
creased debt. The Church Missionary So­ 
ciety received upward of a million of dol­ 
lars. 
The “ Congregational Year-Book,” just 
issued, exhibits very small gains for 1SS0. 
The number of churches iu the denomina­ 
tion is 3,745, and the total membership 
384,332, making a gain of 70 churches and 
1,792 members. 
The Synod of the United Presbyterian 
Church of Scotland reports for 1880 542 
churches, a decrease of 1, and 173,9S2 
members, a loss for the year of 152, and 
for the past two years of 1,084. The de­ 
crease is lamented, but not explained. 
Dr. Adam Stuart Muir, who made a de­ 
fense of Mary Gueenof Sjots recently, has 
been arraigned therefor by the Free 
Presbytery of Edinburgh and asked to 
hand over his manuecript for examination, 
on the ground that he had caused public 
scandal.— -

The rage for metallic and scintillating 
trimming is on the increase, and will prob­ 
ably, after awhile, die of its own intensity.

The Americans, 
who generally out-Herod Ilerod in matters 
of dress, are now bead-mad. They glitter 
from head to foot with every tint of the 
rainbow, intensified by metallic glare, and 
a favorite ornament (?) is a bird unknown 
to ornithologists, made entirely of beads, 
the wings being so set on to the body that 
with every movement of the wearer they 
flutter up and down. It- ia called the 
Chimera, and perhaps marks the highest 
flood tide of tho bead era. Even black 
lace is now covered with steel and gold, as 
well as jet, and a successful evening dress, 
worn recently consisten of black ¡Spanish 
blonde, lavishly embroidered with nines in 
colored beads, the folds of the dre¿s being 
caught back by bead butterflies of every 
prismatic hue.

BRADLAUGH. 
Mr. Brafilangh has again been ejected 
from the House of Commons, and this 
time with so much of violence that when 
he arrived in I’alace Yard he is said to 
have been “ ghastly pile, and almost faint- 
“ ing.” Mr. Bradlangh says that he is 
obeying tho mandate of his constituents in 
seeking admission to the House, and there 
can be no question as to the truth of this 
statement. The House, on its side, has 
refused to allow Mr. Bradlaugh to take the 
oath which ho on second thought declared 
himself willing to take, because he had 
p 'evionsly declared that ho should not con­ 
sider it binding upon him. No doubt Mr. 
Bradlaugh blundered in this matter. Either 
he should have taken the oath quietly at 
first, or he should have consistently refused 
to take it at all. But the blunder of the 
House has been far more serious than that 
of Mr. Bradlaugh. It has undertaken to 
erect an artificial standard of qualifications 
which everybody knows to be based upon 
pure fiction. It is notorious that the 
House of Commons contains scores of 
members who, if they are consistent, 
cannot regard the oath they have taken as 
any more binding than Mr. Bradlaugh 
conceives it to be. The only difference be­ 
tween Them and him is that they aid not 
think it worth while to raise objections on 
what they no doubt regarded as a trivial 
point; whereas his chronic warfare with 
established religion has made all questions 
of the kind seem grave in his eyes. But 
the House has virtually asserted that it 
will disfranchise Mr. Bradlaugh’s con­ 
stituency because the member they persist 
in preferring does not believe in the bind­ 
ing fdrce of aa oath which a great many 
very respectable people are also skeptical 
about. There is no really weighty ques­ 
tion of the privilege of the House in issue. 
It has chosen to go into conthct with the 
people upon a point on which it can by no 
means assume a dignified or consistent atti­ 
tude. It is not Mr. Bradiangh that it is 
punishing ; it is his constituency ; and 
what have his constituency to do with 
this trumpery oath business ? And the 
great determination of Mr. Bradlaugh is 
certain in the end to win the day. The 
House cannot afford to let this dispute 
embroil it with the masses, as it is being 
embroiled now. It is unauestiouable that 
the recalcitrant member has a formidable 
support behind him, and that he can, and 
if forced to do so, will, so use his skill in 
oratory as to make the position of the 
House largely unpopular. It will be felt 
that any constituency could be disfran­ 
chised upon equally frivolous grounds if 
this precedent was allowed to stand, and 
it is doubtful whether a modern House of 
Commons can afford to repeat the Wilkes 
episode at this time. 
Bradlaugh is a 
dangerous man, and it is evident that he 
will not give way. He has the decided 
advantage of being able to speak for a 
constituency, and thus to set his person­ 
ality aside, while tho attitude of the 
House is calculated to arouse that jealousy 
of parliamentary arrogance and usurpa­ 
tion which has always so quickly inflamed 
the Anglo ,Saxon mind. 


PRACTICAL POLITICS. 
A good deal of useful information in the 
line of “ practical politics ” might be gath­ 
ered about this time by a careful study of 
the various nominating conventions now 
at work in San Francitco. and especially 
those of the several factions of Democrats. 
For weeks past the San Francisco papers 
have been publishing columns every day 
about these conventions. The intelligent 
foreigner who had acquired all his knowl­ 
edge of our institutions from books, aud 
who had been accustomed to regard them 
as the most complete and successful meth­ 
ods of government hitherto devised by 
mankind, would fmd it somewhat difficult 
to harmonize his theories with the facts 
presented to his bewildered observation. 
There aro county and city officers to be 
elected before long, and these conventions 
are assembled to make nominations. Of 
course, our intelligent foreigner thinks, the 
people of San Francisco have assembled 
aud chosen representatives to do this work 
for them, and these representatives will 
doubtless make their selections in the most 
careful manner, and on the ground of fitness 
alone. But when in the course of his in­ 
vestigation he enters the several halls 
where tho conventions meet, he discovers 
that the people of San Francisco have a 
very peculiar taste in delegates. For he 
finds assembled at these places the most 
motley crowds imaginable. There are the 
habitues of corner groceries and rum-shops, 
with a fair sprinkling of these potent poli­ 
ticians, the larger saloonkeepers; there 
are small-fry office-holders and office-seek­ 
ers ; pettifogging attorneys of the kind 
known on the street as “ Police Court 
shysters;” glossy-hatted “ managers,” 
suggesting in external appearance a cross 
between the “ sport” and the gay “ drum­ 
mer ;” and a solid background of ignorant, 
blatant, venal men, whose presence is 
evidently required to give effect to the dic­ 
tates of their political bosses, and who will 
be seen when the election takes place 
“ working ” actively at the polls. 
lie will find that there is really no ques­ 
tion of principle or fitness in any of these 
assemblages, but that their talk is all of 
“ compromises” and “ trades,” and various 
arrangements by which the ccntending fac­ 
tions seek to effect such an agreement 
as will secure to all of them some portion 
of the spoils. It is a great scramble over 
these same spoils, in fact. The people of 
San Francisco are nowhere in the fight. 
Their intellect, their ivcaltb, their enlight­ 
enment, their interests, are alike ignored 
and thrust out of sight. The management 
of the public business is being quarreled 
for by a band of low-browed, greedy, vul­ 
gar men, who do not represent anything 
beyond their own impudence and rapacity', 
who, in nine cases ontof ten, possess no stake 
in the community, who pay little or no 
taxes, who neither know nor care anything 
about the science of government, who are 
opposed to every' reform which aims at the 
prevention of such modes of governing as 
ihey are familiar with, who are ready to 
suport any rascal who by hook or crook 
can secure the “ party” nomination, and 
who look with anything but disfavor upon 
the kind of candidates who usually come to 
grief before their terms are out, by y ield- 
ing to the seductions of the turf, the bag­ 
nio, and the gin-shop. 
The intelligent foreigner would in 
time realize that although these conven­ 
tions make a great deal of stir and pother, 
they really do not in any just sense stand 
for the preferences of the community at 
all. The people of San Francisco have 
nothing to do with them, practically. 
They pursue their ordinary business in the 
usual way', and if they think of the pol­ 
iticians at all, do so with a hopeless shrug 
of the shoulders. But though the people 
of San Francisco have no voice in the pro­ 
ceedings of the “ Yosemite” and “ Man- 
“ liattan” and other local organizations, 
when the time comes for choosing officers 
they will be restricted to a selection from 
three or four tickets similarly prepared, 
and the officers elected by their votes are 
as likely as not to be the nominees of one 
of these curious assemblages. The whole 
machinery, the intelligent foreigner will 
perceive, has been bo arranged aa to pre­ 
vent anything like enlightened, disinterest­ 
ed, careful selections. Whoever wishes to be 
nominated must first make his peace with 
some one of the various self-constituted 
managers of local politics. He must mort­ 
gage his office in advance. He must put 
it out of his power to serve the 
public faithfully, by agreeing to take as 
his subordinates the friends of men of 
whom he only knows that their selections 
are sure to be untrustworthy. It is in 
fact an admirably devised method of strain­ 
ing out all the better elements from can­ 
didature, and keeping the standard of the 
public service as low as possible. 
No self-respecting, conscientious, sincere 
man can gain his own consent to seek 
office under such conditions. The system 
sets a premium upon all the vile arts of 
demagogism, and excludes all the qualities 
which should alone be regarded. 
The 
local government of San Francisco is taken 
out of the hands of the people, and put into 
the hands of it3 least responsible element?. 
It is no matter for surprise that men elected 
under these conditions should constantly 
prove faithless to their task; that there 
should be public defalcations, and jobbing 
and corruption in all the Boards and Com­ 
missions ; that certain offices should bo 
commonly regarded as certain to be filled 
by dishonest men; that it should have be­ 
come almost impossible to make the public 
believe in the integrity of Supervisors, for 
instance ; that School Boards should be re­ 
garded 
reeking with corruption ; that 
fraudulent contracts should lie made ; that 
millions of public money should be squan­ 
dered upon rank jobbery in public build­ 
ings and other works; and that at last 
no party name should any more be a 
guarantee for the respectability of candi­ 
dates. These are the natural and unavoid­ 
able results of the system. 
“ Practical 
politics” of the kind in vogue never did 
and never will produce any better results. 
And if the intelligent foreigner is thor­ 
oughly discouraged by the time his investi­ 
gations are concluded, we can only assure 
him that those who are not foreigners, but 
are “ native, and to the manor born," are 
very little less disheartened than be. 
THE TROCXEE FIRE. 
Truekce has gone through its fifth “ bap- 
“ tism of fire,” but thongh at the moment 
some despondency was felt, and with rea­ 
son, the dauntless inhabitants have already- 
begun to rebuild, and expect in a few 
weeks to be pursuing their regular busi­ 
ness. It is to be hoped, however, that this 
last rude lesson will convince them of the 
absolute necessity of an effective fire sys­ 
tem, and of equally effective police regula­ 
tions. Truekce has suffered terribly from 
lawlessness in the past, and its citizens 
have more than once been driven to ad­ 
minister frontier 
justice themselves. 
But it is now past the period of infancy, 
and it ought to put away childish thing), 
aud build all its institutions with a view 
to permanence. 
Temporary makeshifts 


are always dangerous. 
Slipshod police 
regulations are never economical. It re­ 
quires constant vigilance to keep a town 
from harm, and nothing is stronger than its 
weakest part. 
It is useles3 to build 
substantial business houses in the center of 
a town if the outskirts are allowed to con­ 
sist of inflammable shanties, and are more­ 
over set apart for the use of the least re­ 
sponsible and moral elements of the com­ 
munity. There can be no doubt as to the 
pluck and resolution of the Truckee peo­ 
ple, but these frequent fires certainly do 
justify a suspicion that their precautionary 
measures have hitherto been too lightly 
taken. 
THE LORDS AND THE LAND BILL. 
The Lords are making that kind of fight 
against the land bill which they think nec­ 
essary to the maintenance of their dignity, 
and to the compensation of their vexed 
feelings, but they are perfectly aware that 
the measure must become a law, and that 
they cannot oppose an effective resistance 
to it. There are enough weak places in it 
to afford opportunity for all the objections 
they can raise, and there may be some 
points upon which their objections will be 
held good. Nobody who has attempted to 
follow the prolonged discussion of the bill 
can entertain any doubt that it is at the 
best but an experiment, and at the best a 
very dubious one, because of the peculiar 
character of the people among whom it is 
to be applied. It Í3 a compromise, but a 
compromise of a very dangerous kind. It 
sets up principles which if applied in Eng­ 
land would create a revolution of the 
most sweeping character, and every En­ 
glish laud-owner must feel that when such 
a measure ¡3 once enacted for Ireland its 
extension over the United Kingdom will 
be but a question of time. But at the 
same time it is understood that there 
is no help for it, and therefore, however 
bitterly the Lords individually may oppose 
it, they will not take upon themselves as 
a body the responsibility of rejecting it. 
It is altogether too soon for anyone to 
assert that the bill is really a beneficent 
one. The fact that it 3cems likely to cure 
some abuses cannot disguise the further 
fact that it threatens to bring new abuses 
into greater prominence. Aud as it is 
avowedly a half-measure, the Government 
must apprehend that its enactment may 
after all be only the signal for new de­ 
mands. When it has been in operation a 
year it will be time enough to form a 
definite conclusion as to its practical effects. 
At present it Í3 put forward rather as a 
stop gap than as a final adjustment, and 
many of its supporters do not hesitate to 
express their belief that it is an attempt to 
settle a question which in the nature of the 
case does not admit of settlement. 


NOT QUITE THE THING. 
Our “ w ar” correspondent at Camp 
Brown sent us yesterday an account of 
what was considered a particularly good 
joke in that neighborhood, namely, the 
sham arrest of a militia officer by the Pro­ 
vost Marshal. No doubt this was a funny 
incident, but it might have occurred to the 
facetious projectors of it that so long as 
they were representing military discipline 
in any way, it was hardly in consonance 
with the situation. 
It might do them 
some good, to reflect upon the indubitable 
consequences of such a practical joke, sup­ 
posing it carried out in the regular army. 
On the principle that whatever is worth 
doing is worth doing well, we submit that 
this kind of “ fun,” while in camp, is 
“ honored more in tho breach than the 
“ observance.” If these excursions have 
any practical value it is in accustoming 
the militia to the severity of military dis­ 
cipline, and therefore their purpose is 
completely thwarted when discipline is 
neglected. 


AIL A30UT PYJE ill A. 
Although no term has become typograph­ 
ically more familiar than pyaemia to the 
general public in the course of President 
Garfields illness, very few readers are 
probably aware of the exact significance of 
the word. Indeed, the questions of what 
pyaemia actually is. how it originates, and 
what ¡3 the poison by which it is propa­ 
gated, are questions upon which medical 
men are not agreed, and upon which the 
ablest histologists differ. Tho main fact 
is that under certain conditions not yet 
defined, when an abscess or suppurative 
process has arrived at a certain Btage of 
development a high fever supervenes in 
the patient, and all the phenomena of 
blood-poisoning are disclosed in their full­ 
est virulence. The phenomena are sup­ 
posed to be duo to the absorption of pus 
from the abscess and its diffusion in the 
circulation ; but this is denied by able his­ 
tologists, who declare that neither pus 
corpuscles nor the products of their de­ 
struction are ever found in the blood in 
septic fever, and that the symptoms cannot 
be relegated in this source of disturbance. 
This point ha3 been insisted upon by so 
many observers with the microscope, and 
proclaimed so many times by experts, 
that it seems clearly established that 
the septic fever must be traced to some 
other cause than the entrance of pus into 
the circulation from an abscess, but what 
that cause is lies beyond the visualizing 
power of the instrument. 
More than 
this, it is urged by thorough histologists 
that the pus corpuscle is the creation of 
a high temperature. Its development at 
a center of inflammation is not especially 
due to the disorganization of tissues at 
that point, caused possibly by bruise or 
by the presence of a foreign body, but to 
the increase of temperature which accom­ 
panies the inflammatory process. So long 
as this increase of temperature is limited 
to the inflammatory center or tract, and 
the general temperature of the system or 
circulation is normal, the migration of pus 
corpuscles into tho blood as such is an 
impossibility-. They cannot exist as liv­ 
ing bodies at a temperature of 58.5 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, and would immediately 
perish if introduced into tho general cir­ 
culation at a degree below fever heat. 
Indeed, as Dr. Lionel S. Beale remarks, 
very few medical observers ever saw a 
living pus corpuscle. As a general rule, 
an abscess is not ready for the lancet 
until the inflammation has subsided in a 
measure and the once living organisms 
of suppuration have perished from the 
altered conditions. In its dead state, 
as usually described, the corpuscle is 
an apparently flattened disk of ovoid peri­ 
meter, almost one sixtieth of a inilimeter 
in long diameter and one-seventieth in short. 
Its surface is studded with minute points 
about onc-four-hundredth of a millimeter, 
which, when the corpuscle breaks up, form 
the primary monads aud bacteria of mi­ 
croscopy. In the living state it is an 
elongated organism, rapid in its movements 
and perfectly homogeneous in its consist­ 
ency—egg-shaped, with a slight protuber­ 
ance in front, thus resembling a microscopic 
worm. The cause of this protuberance is 
not well understood, nor is the phenome­ 
non always present. But to anyone who 
has seen a pus corpuscle die the sourco of 
the elongation is very clear. When living, 
and in motion, the edges of the disk are 
turned up so as to unite at the top and 
form a tube such as would he formed by 
doubling a penny and bringing the mar­ 
gins together. 
At death these margins 
separate, and the basis of elongated vermi­ 
form structure is discerned to be an oval 
disk of protoplasm. 
Experiments show' 
that the corpuscle perishes at a temper­ 
ature lower than 102° Fahrenheit or there­ 
about, and that consequently it cannot 
exist except at fever heats ; so that pus 
poisoning from an abcess, by the migra­ 
tion of corpuscles in tho general circula­ 
tion, is not possible save under febrile 
conditions.

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T he E ncam pm ent at G rass V alicj. 
CAiir Browa (via Grass Valley), August 
1th.—At Camp Brown at Ü A. M. tu-day the 
troops were all drawn up in line near the sta­ 
tion landing. As the train from Grata Valley 
drew up and the Governor dismounted, Col. 
Uaymond brought his regiment to "present 
arms,” and Lieutenant-Colocel Berliey es­ 
corted the Governor and party to a proper 
position. As the troops moved up the hill to 
camp the artillery tired a salute of twenty- 
one guns. Accompanying the Governor was 
General Georgfe Stonemau, Adjutant-General 
Backus, Major Shay and Major Head, of 
General McComb’s staff, and Major llanlett, 
of the Filth Infantry, Second Brigade. Ar­ 
rived in camp, the Governor was escorted to 
headquarters. 
Colonel Hay mond then addressed his troop?, 
and said that thus far the service required of 
them had not been as severe as in the regular 
army, but from this on they must comedown 
to the most rigid discipline and^regulatime. 
The men mu3t rest as long at night as possi­ 
ble, and expect hard work by day. He pro­ 
posed to be as rigid as possible, and wanted 
every man to lend his aid to make the camp 
as perfect as possible. A3 a starter, he would 
give them this afternoon a severe drill, last­ 
ing four hours. 
Early in the day the Gatling batteiy, 
fully horsed, went out under command of 
Major E. H. McKee for exercise. 
At Glenbrook 1’ark this aftcrn-.cn. the 
Governor reviewed the troops. 
The encampment this afternoon became 
a brigade encampment, the brigade authori­ 
ties assuming command for a day at least. 
Meanwhile the battalion drill went on. 
This afternoon extensive preparations are 
going on for the celebration and review in 
Nevada City to-morrow, when the Governor 
will be present and take part ia the exercise?. 
At a ball to be held at Nevada Gity to­ 
morrow night, on private account, a Fqnadof 
Company A will give an exhibition drill. 
The programme to-day was the assumption 
by official orders of brigade control, grand 
review by the Governor a', the park, brigade 
dress parade, battalion drill at the parade 
ground, and in the camp ground guard 
mounting. 
Last night the bind played for an hour at 
headquarters, and thereafter at the platform 
for dancing, and to-night the same pro­ 
gramme will be observed. 
At the brigade headquarters guests are 
being entertained to-night. 
The band to-day specially serenaded Gen­ 
eral Stoneman.

G rass V a lle y , A ugust 4th.— A t the re­ 
view of the troops by General Sheehan and 
Governor Perkins at Glenbrook Park to-day 
there was not a large attendance of the citi­ 
zens of Nevada and Grass Valley, only about 
500 in all attending. The review was suc­ 
cessful.

There was on one side 
the artillery and cadets, and on the other all 
the other companies but one, which was held 
in reserve. There were advances and re­ 
treats, and hot firing and S inking, and finally 
attempts to capture, aud Captain Sheehan’s 
and Captain Brown’s men captured the- bat 
tery and part of the cadets, as per pro­ 
gramme ; but in the conflict the men got ex­ 
cited when they came to close quarters.

As McCready did not wish to remain here to 
prosecute them, being cn his way to Los 
Angeles, he did not intend to report the m at­ 
ter of his inhuman treatm ent, but the follow­ 
ing day, while he was at Considine’s, Fogarty 
and M urphy came in and renewed their 
brutal attack, when they were again sep­ 
arated by parlies present. 
They were then 
arrested for 
battery. 
The 
defendants 
claimed 
that 
McCready 
insulted 
the 
ladies, and hence their attack, but this 
McCready 
positively 
denied, 
and 
said 
he did not say a word or pay any attention 
whatever to the::', but was quietly walking 
along, and had not came up to where the 
ladies were when the assault was committed. 
The Judge on tne trial demanded th at the 
defendant should bring the girls as witnesses 
into Court, b ut they refused, and also posi­ 
tively refused to give their names, claiming 
th at they were respectable girls, notwith­ 
standing their company and the location in 
which they were found at th at suspicious 
time of night. 
The Judge was satisfied w ith 
the truth of McCready’s testimony, and found 
defendants guilty, but gave a compromise 
sentence. 
The cn-e of charge of grand larceny against 
Frank K ern and Dan H alaban was called, 
but the prosecuting witness not appearing 
defendants were discharged. 
Ed. Cronan 
and Henry Denny were found guilty of visit­ 
ing an opium den and will receive judgment 
to-day. 
The case of Buck Haw, carrying con­ 
cealed weapons, was continued until to day, 
and the case of Joe Smith, for assault with a 
deadly weapon, was continued until the 11th 
inetaut on acc runt of the condition of Frank 
W . Duun. who was bo seriously injured by 
defendant’s throwing a brick, striking him in 
the head, as heretofore stated. 
The exam­ 
ination of E. C. Pflug, George Montgomery 
and J . G. K erth was resumed, and at the 
conclusion of the testimony for the prosecu­ 
tion the defendants were, upon motion of 
their counsel, ilischarged. 


I nvestigation.—T he Board of Supervisors 
have investigated the m atter in relation to the 
am ount of gravel furnished by A. Halen to 
cover the new grade upon the upper Stockton 
road adjoining the County Hospital, wherein 
it appeared th at there was a deficiency 
in the amount furuiohed.

most crisp of anything that has occurred 
since the heated debates upon the recent re­ 
tainer fee of §3,000. which was finally passed 
by the uninteresting ms jority of “ four to 
three.” 
In fact the new comer and new bid­ 
der for fame is a relative of the said retainer 
fee, having been placed in a state of incuba­ 
tion at the same “ quiet” session of the Board. 
The present bill which gave rise yesterday 
to so much interest is another claim presented 
by J . H . Sullivan for sixteen day’s more of 
service as a mining expert—§100 and §45 for 
expenses, which is stated to be in full for 
services and expenses “ to date.” 
M r. Blair 
was careful in examining the bill to see th at 
th at fact was stated, so as to keep the m atter 
" cleaned up,” as he remarked, “ as each bill 
for this mining expert business comes in.”

Mr. Blair quickly showed that it 
did not meet his approbation, and he and 
M r. Christy were at once on their feet, M r. 
Blair asked to have its consideration post­ 
poned *uutil the next regular term of the 
Board, and th at Mr. Sullivan be subpenaed 
to appear at th at time and answer such ques­ 
tions as should be put to him concerning the 
services alleged to have been rendered, and 
the expenses claimed to have been paid.

Board, but ought to he rejected and killed for­ 
ever and at once.

the employment of Sullivan was a downright 
swindle upon the taxp yers of the county, as 
he was not in any sense a mining expert, 
knew- nothing about the business or mines, 
and was not entitled to compensation as snch ; 
but notwithstanding this, keeps putting in his 
claims regularly at each session of this Board 
for §10 per day and expenses.

nobly, in a long and excited reply.

claimed that it was highly improper for the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee (Mr. 
Blair) to subpena M r. Sullivan before the 
B oard; that such a thing had never been 
done, would be an outrage, and he should 
strenuously oppose such a step being taken. 
He also replied to Mr. Christy’s remarks in 
relation to the employment of Mr. Sullivan 
being a swindle upon the county, defending 
the latter upon an exceedingly high key. 
M r. Blair next got the floor, and after 
casually remarking to Mr. Wilson th at he 
had successfully got rid of a large amount of 
surplus gas, proceeded to ask M r. Beckley, 
Chairman of the Board, if Mr. Sullivan was 
still under employment—if his time was still 
going on, but Mr. Beckley stated th at be was 
unable to answer. 
Mr. Blair reminded him 
th at lie and Mr. Cadwalader were appointed 
by the Board to employ these mining experts, 
and he or his colleague ought to have some 
intorm ation upon the subject, and know 
when their time was up, and for how long a 
tim e they were hired. 
M r. Beckley could 
not accommodate him with any facts upon 
the subject, but retorted to any insinuations 
intended. 
M r. Beckley now took exceptions to some 
further rem arks of M r. Christy, and the tide 
of war turned betwehn these two. 
M r. Christy reiterated what he had pres­ 
ently said, and asserted th at the claim of Mr. 
Sullivan was a thieving bill, and th at the 
parties who hired him were responsible for it. 
He said Sullivan not only did not know any­ 
thing about mines or mining, but that he 
(Christy) had seen him here in the city every 
day since the last bill was presented, walking 
around the streets and doing nothing, and 
now he come» again and presents his bill for 
sixteen da\ s’ services, as “ mining expert,” 
a t between §13 and §14 per day, and asks the 
Board to perm it him to p ut his hand down 
into the county treasury and take cut th at 
modest sum for hi» time spent in investigat­ 
ing mines—around the Btreets r f Sacramento 
Mr. Beck’ey wanted 
to 
know it Mr. 
Christy meant him when he said th at the 
parties who hired Sullivan were responsible 
for a swindle upon the county. 
Mr. Christy 
replied th at he did not, a» be (Beckley) had 
stated already th at he did not know any­ 
thing ah ut his doing this work. 
He there­ 
fore -upposed it was his colleague th at was 
responsible in the m atter. 
'This was not sati factory to M r. Beckley, 
and he again demanded with emphasis to 
kuow whether he meant th at he (Beckley) 
had had anything to do towards swindling 
the county. 
A t thi3 Mr. Christy replied with equal em­ 
phasis th at if what he had said had hit him 
iie would not take anything back, but would 
stick to all he had said. 
Further words 
passed between them in a rem arkably pointed 
manner, during which Mr. Beckley suggested 
t> M r. Chri.-ty the propriety of keeping hia 
shirt on. 
This was the culminating point, 
and after a short debate under a subdued cor- 
ditiou of affairs, the consideration of the 
claim was postponed until the next regular 
term of the Board.

Officers and men are taking far 
more interest in all the affairs of the carr.p, 
and as a result there is better order, discip 
line, drill, and a general improvement in all 
detailp. 
DRILL— ARTILLERY VS. INFANTRY. 
On account of the reception of the Brigade 
staff a t 0 A. M. the battalion drill was post­ 
poned until 1:30 p.M. 
The drill to-day re­ 
flected much credit upon the artillery com­ 
pany, the movements of which were better 
executed than on any previous occasion. 
I t 
has beeu a very long time since this battery 
was horsed, and the result was th at move­ 
ments in the field were entirely new to a 
number of the men. 
The horses now at­ 
tached were ercen, end had to be broken to 
the work. 
The drag from Sacramento up 
here helped to break them in, and now they 
are so tractable th at they occasion compara­ 
tively little trouble.

Condition of the President. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 4th—7 p. 
M.—As the morning bulletin indicated 
would probably be the case, the President 
has passed another good day, without a draw­ 
back or unpleasant symptom of any kind. 
He has taken his nourishment well, and 
showed little fatigue after his dressings and 
changes of position. 
The wound is doing 
well, both in appearance aud in the charac­ 
ter and amount of discharge. At 12:30 P. M. 
his pulse was 90, temperature 9S 4, respira­ 
tion 18. The afternoon rise of temperature 
came on late, and was moderate in nature. 
At 7 1’. m. his pulse is 102, temperature 100.2, 
respiration 19. 
Signed by Bliss, Barnes, 
Woodward, Reyburn and Hamilton. 
A Positive Opinion. 
Nek York, August 4th.—A Washington 
special says : Dr. Hamilton, in replying to a 
direct question this morning, said : “ You 
may quote me as saying that the President 
will certainly get well. I consider him out of 
danger.” Dr. Hamilton also expressed the 
opinion that there was no malaria in the pa­ 
tient’s system. In response to interrogato­ 
ries relative to moving the patient from the 
Executive Mansion, the Doctor said that 
nothing could now be determined upon, as 
the President was in no condition to be 
moved. He thought, however, when the 
proper time arrived, n trip down the Poto­ 
mac would be beneficial, and hasten his re­ 
covery. 
Maud S. Again Falls lo Lower Her Bee. 
oul ller KITort at ItulTalo. 
Bufk.U.0, August 4th.—Vanderbilt and 
party arrived at 10 o'clock from Saratoga, 
and soon visited the Park. Maud S. was 
brought on the track and warmed up a little. 
The spectators greeted her heartily, and were 
eager for the display of her wonderful speed. 
Owing to the strong wind prevailing it was 
decided to postpone the trial until later in 
the day. Maud S. at length appeared for a 
trial speed. 
First heat—Oa her first approach to the 
wire Baia gave a nod and the word was given. 
The mare made a fine burst of speed, and 
went to the three-quarter pole in the remark­ 
able time of 1:352- Here she broke badly, 
and during the time she was off her feet lost 
so much ground that 39| seconds were spent 
on the last quarter. Sho made the first quar­ 
ter in :33d. the half in 1:041, the three-quar­ 
ters in 1:35J, and passtd imder the wire in 
2:15.Second heat—The wind was very Btrong, 
having increased rather since the mare first 
appeared on the course. Maud S. went away 
wiih a rush on the first attempt, but the ill- 
timed playiug of the baud caused her to lose 
her head and break so seriously that Bain 
turned her back at the quarter pole. On the 
second attempt she weut the entire course 
without a skip, her running mate being kept 
close to her wheel all the way around. Time 
—quarter, :33.\; half, 1:05; three-quarter, 
l:3t>jf ; one mile, 2:10J. 
The performance elicited the greatest ad­ 
miration. Maud S. trotted only two heats, 
by direction of Vanderbilt, who had to leave 
at 5 F. M. The wind at the time was very 
high, and it was thought best not to try 
another heat. By C o’clock the wind sub­ 
sided, and had the mare then come on 
the track no doubt she would have beaten 
her own record of 2:101 and won the purse.

Tbe A pache D epredations. 
Denver (Col.), August 4in.—A Santa Ee 
special says: A courier came into Fort 
Craig this morning and reported that the 
Mescaiero Indians, who have siuce the 17th 
ultimo been pursued by Lieutenant Gtiil- 
foyle’s command, have cro.-sed the Rio 
Grande, aud are running off stock aud killing 
herders in Old Mexico, iio far as known, 
two herders and one miner have been killed, 
and the Indians have captured all the stock 
of Cams k McConkey’s stage line from Eagle 
station to the Black Range. Yesterday 
thirty-six citizens left Siu Mirciil, armed 
and mounted, to bury the dead 1 todies of the 
killed. At noon yesterday; while eating din­ 
ner iu Red canyon, in the San Mateo mount­ 
ains, they were surprised by Indians. At 
the first fire one man was killed and seven 
wounded, aud all the stock captured. The 
remainder of the whites then got behind 
rocks and dispatched two men to Fort 
Craig for help. 
General Hatch ordered 
Lieutenant Guilfoylc’s command of fifty 
men, then at Fart Craig, to the scene of 
the fight, where they probably have arrived 
before this. Couriers have b?en dispatched 
to the two companies of cavalry scouting the 
San Mateo, Cuchillo an l Negro mountains, 
and Lieutenant Taylor’s detachment of In­ 
dian scouts is guarding an 1 scouting the 
Black Range. Two companies of cavalry 
leave the Navajo reservation for the Black 
Range to-morrow Thus far seven victims 
have been gathered iu by the recent raid. 
General Hiich is of the opinion that some 
Navajoes have joined the Apaches, as there 
arc about six of those Indians in this party. 
The Agent of the Mescaleros reports that his 
Indians are all on the reservation, which is 
not true, as they were recognized in the re­ 
cent fight. When these Indians are pressed 
they double on the trail, scatter, aud when 
once on the reservation are safe. 
M em ocrallr N o m in atio n fo r C ongress. 
L ew iston (Me ). August 4th.—At the Sec­ 
ond Congressional District Democratic Con­ 
vention to-day, after temporary organization. 
Governor Garcelon made a speech, advising 
the indorsement of Washington Gilbert, the 
Greenback candidate.

DEMAND FOR RAILROAD SLTPLIE3. 
The new railroads now being constructed 
in Nevada, New Mexico, Arizona, Texae 
and Mexico are calling for immense supplies 
of ties and lumber of all kinds. All the 
available timber tracks on the Pacific coast 
are laid under contribution to supply the de­ 
mand, and it is difficult iu many localities to 
procure sufficient labor to enable orders to be 
filled. In the commerce of the port of San 
Francisco, the lumber trade is second only to 
wheat. There is also a large trade direct 
from Oregon, Puget Sound, and several coast 
ports to Southern California and Mexico. 
street railroads. 
There are reporte among those interested in 
street railroads in this city that two projected 
cable roads—the Mission and Market street 
lines—will not be built as soon as first con­ 
templated, as the companies running the 
lines are waiting to see the result of the ex­ 
periments now being made with electricity as 
a motor. The Market-street company, which 
staited in vigorously a year ago to make a 
cable road, ceased all work recently for some 
reason not made public, and it may lie the 
rumor has some foundation, taken in con­ 
nection with that fact. 
MUNICIPAL POLITICS. 
The action of the Manhattan Democrats, 
rejecting the offer of the Yosemite Conven­ 
tion for a compromise and refusing to adopt 
the plan of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, has almost paralyzed the straight- 
out old-line Democrats. Heretofore the dic­ 
tum of the Central Committee has been sub­ 
mitted to when that body set its foot down. 
But the Manhattans show a bold front, aud 
propose to be acknowledged and their pro­ 
gramme carried out, or else they will run a 
straight ticket to a foreseen defeat. After 
the Convention adjourned Wednesday night, 
some of the leading men of the Manhattans 
and a few friends bad a confab, and agreed 
on the following compromise with the 
Yosemites : The Manhattans to have an 
equal representation in the Nominating 
Convention ; to name the candidates for 
Mayor, Recorder, Street Superintendent, 
and to be allowed a free fight íd the scram­ 
ble for Supervisors—all the other offices to go 
to the Yosemites. The office of Street Super­ 
intendent is really the bone of contention. 
The amouut of money (assing through that 
department is so vast, and the number of 
places for subordinates so great, that to a 
politician’s eye it is the best thing on the 
ticket.

$1,000 bail and stated that he would spend 
that amount before he would allow his dog 
to be killed. 
Last Tuesday two cases of small-pox were 
reported at the Small-pox Hospital, and a 
messenger was sent to the place of their loca­ 
tion, 2733 Foisotn street.

Judge 
Rosenbaum, after lecturing the parents of the 
boys and the boyB themselves, said: “ I can 
scarcely conceive anything more outrageous 
than the act of these boys, and were it net 
that they are so young I would send them to 
the House of Correction for the longest term 
tbe law permits. Believing that they had no 
idea of what might have resulted from their 
mischief, I will dismiss the case, but take oc­ 
casion to warn them and their parents that 
if they are ever brought here again they will 
be severely dealt with. I hope this will prove 
a lesson they will never forget.” 
Maggie Crimmens was arrested for using 
vulgar language, and not being able to pro­ 
cure bail, a “ shyster ” named E. Lipka 
promised, on Dayment of $2 50, to procure 
her release. The money was paid and bail 
furnished, when he demanded S2 50 more. 
She could only raiss $2, which she paid him. 
He then demanded $2 50 more, and as she 
could not raise the amount, he-withdrew his 
bail and turned the woman over to an officer. 
An attorney, who had heard of the matter, 
interfered and took the woman before Judge 
Rix, and on his motion she was releaaed on 
her own recognizance.
